The Nike shoe company’s 
latest slogan “Just Do It” be- 
came more than a popular 
saying to students at Birch 
Run High School.

The varsity football team 
consisted of eighteen players, the small- 
est team Mr. Buckel had ever coached. 
However, this did not affect the deter- 
mination of the players who participat- 
ed as they finished with a 4-5 record. 
The girls’ varsity basketball team was 
also rather small. It consisted of ten 
players which included only one senior. 
The Lady Panthers didn’t seem to mind 
this slight disadvantage after they broke 
the school’s record for the most wins in 
a regular season. Junior Rachel Smith 
commented, “Considering the size and 
age of our team, I think breaking the 
school record was quite an accomplish- 
ment." The boys’ basketball team was 
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able to look at the court from a differ- 
ent point of view. With the help of 
Coach Vitany, members of the team 
ran the Community Educational Bask- 
etball Program. The players spent their 
Saturday mornings coaching and refer- 
eeing games for boys and girls in grades 
four through six. 

However, the athletes weren’t the 
only ones to “Just Do It.” In Mrs. Pol- 
lard’s health class, tne new requirement 
for freshmen, one hundred and thirty 
students learned basic life support and 
rescue breathing. Twenty-nine students 
from her anatomy class also learned 
both procedures. The anatomy class 
also sponsored two blood drives where 
they collected over a hundred pints of 
blood. 

Whether the slogan “Just Do It” ap- 
peared on duffle bags, t-shirts or locker 
doors, it showed in the attitude and ac- 
tions of the student body.

was overflowing with a 
crowd of 1,200 anxious spec- 
tators. It wasn’t because the 
varsity volleyball team was playing 
their rivals from the neighboring town 
either. The gymnasium was packed be- 
cause following the conference match 
between the Panther Spikers and Fran- 
kenmuth, both teams squared off 
against a club from the Soviet Union. 

The Soviet team was on a three week 
visit to the Saginaw area, set up by 
Sports For Understanding along with 
the Moscow City Sports Association. 
This was the first exchange like this be- 
tween the United States and Russia. 
The Saginaw Area Volleyball Club was 
responsible for getting the Soviets to 
the Tri-Cities. 

During their visit, the Soviets played 
several matches and obviously domi- 
nated the American teams as they never 
lost a game or even allowed their oppo- 
nents to score over ten points. This in- 
cluded taking first place at the McDon- 
ald’s Classic held in Birch Run, where 
sixteen teams participated. The tourna- 
ment and a scheduled ceremony were 
televised nationally by ESPN. 

However, the visit was not all about 
volleyball. It was a tremendous learning 
experience for everyone. Within a short 
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period of time, the Soviet and Ameri- 
can girls began to see each other as real 
individuals and not the stereotypes they 
had once held. The teenagers formed a 
special friendship that will never be for- 
gotten. Junior Dawn Schilke described 
this relationship best when she stated, 
“No longer when I look at the Soviet 
flag will I see just a flag. I will see 
faces.” This feeling was mutual among 
the athletes. A memorable speech was 
given by superintendent Bart Jenniches 
at the ceremony held during the Pan- 
thers tournament. He remarked, “It’s 
always amazing how sports always 
seem to bring people together. Not only 
do we have the pleasure of watching 
talented athletes from all around the 
state, but through the efforts of the Sa- 
ginaw Valley Volleyball Club, we were 
fortunate today and honored to host the 
Moscow City Sports Association. The 
spirit of sports has always been able to 
bridge differences between communi- 
ties, states, and countries. We know 
that once every four years we sit down 
in front of our television sets and watch 
the Olympics. Sure we are excited 
about the competition between athletes 
and countries, but more importantly 
each and every one of us has said to 
ourselves, “Why can’t countries get 
along like this all the time?’ Well, I Say

early everyone heard the 
school systems’ call for mon- 
ey. When November 7, 1989 
rolled around there were 
some additions to the ballot. They were 
proposals A and B. 

Proposal A was a plan that would 
raise the state’s sales tax from 4% to 4 
1/2%. The money raised would have 
been guaranteed to Michigan’s schools. 
It would have raised $400,000,000 for 
the Michigan School System. Unfortun- 
ately, it failed. The vote was 514,784 
for the proposal; 1,336,260 against. 

Proposal B was a proposal that would 
have raised the sales tax 2%, but would 
have cut property taxes. This proposal, 
if it had passed, would have raised 
$325,000,000 for Michigan’s schools. 
Birch Run would have gotten more of 
this money than most other schools. 
This was because the money would 
have been distributed on more of a 
need basis. The vote was 436,742 for; 1, 
386,711 against. 

In the spirit of ballots, a survey was 
taken of the 19 seniors old enough to 
vote. The results were disappointing, 
only eight were aware of the voting. Of 
those who were aware, only six planned 
on casting their ballots. 
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Superintendent Bart Jenniches felt 
that the proposals failed because there 
was two of them, thereby splitting the 
votes. “Just one of them would have 
had a better chance," he commented. 
Because neither of them passed, Birch 
Run was forced to ask for a temporary 
millage increase for the 1990-91 school 
year. 

Mr. Jenniches felt that the millage 
would pass. “If I gave you a dollar, and 
you spent it well for me, Pd probably 
give you another dollar... we've shown 
that they're taxpayer getting a bargain." 

The Birch. Run School District has 
been doing it, too. A ranking done ac- 
cording to 1988 state test scores, and 
other academic performances, ranked 
Birch Run School District second of 65 
town/county seat school districts. The 
ability of the students was compared to 
the per pupil spending. The elementary 
school received a five star rating, while 
the middle school was ranked in the top 
10 schools in the state. 

While Birch Run students are a small 
minority of the 45 million students at- 
tending more than 102,000 elementary 
and secondary schools, they have 
shown the spirit of just going out and 
doing it.

Sr 1970, Mr. Shephard had been a pres- 
ence here. His tenure, spanning over 20 
years of public education, included teaching 
duties in the speech, history and social science 
departments. But he will always be remembered 
as the man behind the forensics team. 
Beginning in 1972 with a small group of speech 
students, Mr. Shephard quietly built the forensics 
team to a state power known throughout Michi- 
gan. His teams returned class B champions in 
1979, 1980 and 1985 and brought home a third 
place win in 1982. The Layman Building of the 
high school contains a trophy case full of tourna- 
ment, divisional and state honors which are tangi- 
ble evidence of the quality of student perfor- 
mances the teams displayed under his guidance. 
In addition to his love for speech and foren- 
sics and the many hours he devoted to them, 


Mr. Shephard also spent countless hours serving . 
public education and students in other arenas. 
He coached the 1974 Freshman boys’ basketball 
team, volunteered for Clio Little League and 
Youth Football and served as the Vice-president 
of the Clio School Board. 

For 15 years he also used his talents and pro- 
fessional training as a radio announcer for 

\WFDF radio in Flint.

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Calculus: 


AN IDEA OF THE FUTURE 


new concept popped into the 

math department during the 

year ... calculus, an advanced 
placement math class. Students enrolled 
in the course learned basic analytic ge- 
ometry of straight lines, the concept of 
functions and an introduction to de- 
rivatives. In order to be eligible to en- 
roll in the class, students had to have 
had successfully completed Algebra I, 
Geometry, Algebra II and Trigonome- 
try/Pre-Calculus. Students in the course 
represented an elite bunch; only eight 
students braved the hard work neces- 
sary by enrolling. 

Part of the course included working 
with a computer. Students used a 
Leading Edge, IBM compatible ma- 
chine. “The computer was used primar- 
ily to graph functions which helped in 
understanding whole concepts critical 
to relating algebraic equations to a 
graph,” commented Mr. Schilke, who 
taught the calculus program. 

In spite of the heavy work load and 
difficult concepts, Senior Wade Reimer 
noted that he recommended the class 
“to anyone who was willing to work 
hard and could handle it.” 

Mr. Schilke also noted that the course 
would be especially helpful to students 
planning careers in engineering or relat- 
ed fields. It also gave those students a 
head start in the college math require- 
ments.

Mr. Davis, who with Mr. Carstensen 
taught economics, noted that “The 
newspaper, TV advertising and situa- 
tion comedies exaggerate it (tax prep- 
aration) and lead people to believe it’s 
harder than it is.” 

All of the seniors had to learn how to 
file taxes for econ. class. Some of the 
students had already paid to have their 
taxes done by pros. They spent between 
$12 and $20 to get them done. 

After studying the tax unit, some sen- 
iors said they wouldn’t have their taxes 
done by pros but will do them them- 
selves. Janet Kruska, when asked if she 
thought it was hard to do taxes, re- 
marked “No!

ven with an increasing deterior- 
E ation of the ozone layer and an 
increasing amount of pollution, 
the general public is still uninformed 
and seems unconcerned about the fu- 
ture of our planet. With the expansion 
of our town and the addition of some 
environmentally unsound things, some 
positive changes, such as the switch 
from styrofoam to paper trays in the 
school cafeteria, have taken place. 

In earth science classes, students 
learned about the effects of nuclear and 
coal burning electric power plants on 
the environment.

In other classes such as biology and 
health, students learned how to save 
lives, while in earth science, students 
discussed the problem that will some 


day soon affect the masses. 

Learning about the overcrowding of 
current dumpsites and that our coal 
supplies will run out in 300-500 years, 
may have been taken lightly by some 
teenagers. 

“Some students didn't seem con- 
cerned about what is happening to our 
environment,” stated Freshman Ray- 
mond Laurin. In the future, that teen- 
ager will no longer be a high school stu- 
dent but a factory owner, congressman, 
a consumer and an inhabitant of the 
planet earth and will have to make de- 
cisions based, in part, on knowledge 
gleaned from an earth science class.

n May Ist business was not its 

usual self at the Saginaw Coun- 

ty Courthouse. Instead of the 
usual flurry of activities, the cour- 
trooms were filled with area high school 
students participating in mock trials. 
This mock trial, otherwise known as 
Law Day, had been the major part of 
Saginaw County’s annual festivity for 
which it is highly recognized. 

In February students who acted as 
witnesses viewed a video tape of the 
crime. At that time our team was cho- 
sen to try the case against the defen- 
dants, Saginaw Nouvel. Lawyers and 
witnesses met daily with their advisor 
Mrs. Thomas to prepare for the mock 
trial. Due to the increasing number of 
participants, there were several students 
who acted as assistant attorney and 
were very helpful during the prepara- 
tion.

hen we think of our commu- 

nity, we frequently think of 

only Birch Run. However, 
Burt was also a part of the Birch Run 
area. 

The village of Burt was among the 
first settlements made in Taymouth 
Township before 1910. The village 
could boast of having a church, built in 
the late 1800’s, a parsonage, built in the 
early 1900’s, and a resident pastor. A 
two room school house was built. The 
grades went through the ninth and 
tenth, after which most of the students 
went to graduate from Montrose. 

An opera house was built in 1891. 
There was a creamery on the east side 
of the street, a little north of the opera 
house. A pickle factory, stock yard, and 
elevator were built near the railroad 
tracks behind the opera house. A depot 
was built on the east side of the railroad 
tracks. A hotel and livery stable were 
on the west side of the railroad cross- 
ing. There was a bank in a small frame 
building just north of Green’s Grocery. 

A man by the name of D.M. Hunter 
had the drug store, and had an under- 
taking business in an L-shaped building 
on the corner. 

Some of the more modern businesses 
in Burt included D & L Grocery, Cases 
Corner, Burt Library, Goal Post Pizza, 
an Opera House, Taymouth Park, and 
Big Jim’s Saloon. 

When asked what effect the “boom- 
ing” of Birch Run had on their family, 
Sophomore Tracy Tanner commented, 
“The skirting "Greater Metropolitan 
Area’ of Burt is growing by leaps and 
bounds due to new residents moving 
here. Our growth has been shown by a 
town business buying Burt’s first ALL 
NIGHT POP MACHINE!” However, 
due to lack of business, it was removed 
shortly thereafter.

TALES, volume 38, “Just 
Do It” was produced by students en- 
rolled in the yearbook class. 

The book was printed by Herff- 
Jones/Intercollegiate Press, 6015 
Travis Lane, Shawnee Mission, Kan- 
sas 66201 using offset lithography 
from camera-ready jounting boards. 

The cover was printed on 160 
pound board weight paper. School 
designed art, drawn by Senior Pame- 
la Harcourt, was submitted to the 
company in December. The artwork 
was redrawn by a company profes- 
sional graphic artist. Using applied 
silkscreen techniques, the cover was 
printed using a background color of 
100% black. Additional applied col- 
ors were #05 Chrome Yellow and 
#25 White. Student names, where 
applicable, were applied to the cov- 
ers using a foil-stamp process in F6 
Red. 

Endsheets are of school designand 
are applied with #950 100% black 
ink. 

Paper used for the book is 80 
pound Ermine with a final trim size 
of 8 1/2 x 11 inches. 

Most black and white photographs, 
with the exception of faculty por- 
traits, group pictures, underclassmen 
portraits and some miscellaneous 
candid photos, were taken by year- 
book staff members. Most black and 
white photos were developed and 
printed in the school darkroom. 

Color photographs, with the excep- 
tion of senior portraits and some 
homecoming candids were taken by 
yearbook staffers. Film processing 
and developing for yearbook color 
pictures was done by Perry Drugs, 
Inc. of Frankenmuth. 

All color photos taken by yearbook 
staff members used Kodak Kodaco- 
lor ASA 400 film. Kodak Tri-X Pan 
ASA 400 black and white film was 
predominantly used for black and 
white photography although some 
use was made of Kodak ASA 1600 


and 3200 films. 

The yearbook staff acknowledges 
with sincere gratitude the following 
professionals who generously shared 
their time and photos for use in this 
book: Robert Hillier of Hillier Stu- 
dio, Bridgeport and the photogra- 
phers of THE BIRCH RUN HER- 
ALD. 

Four-color pages were printed us- 
ing the Herff-Jones multi-color plus 
program. The vintage duochrome 
program was selected for pages con- 
taining HJ #185 Colonial Red and 
HJ #920 Process Yellow spot colors. 

Graphics for title page, division 
pages and senior portraits were de- 
veloped by Mr. Dave Loney, Cus- 
tomer Service Representative for 
Herff-Jones, Inc. using an Apple Mac 
Intosh computer and laser printer 
with the HJ “Pagemaster” program. 

All headlines, captions and body 
copy were typeset by Herff Jones as 
part of the Executive type plan. 
Headlines are set in 30 point Times 
Roman Bold, sub-headlines in 18 
point Times Roman Bold. Times 
Roman was used for body copy in 10 
point and captions in 8 point. 

Advertising was produced using a 
combination of company typesetting 
techniques and graphics submitted 
by various advertisers. 

Volume 38 of the PANTHER 
TALES had a subscription press run 
of 340 copies and additional 100 
copies to satisfy the needs of the HJ 
sales sample. Copies of the book 
were sold for $29.75 pre-sale and 
$31.75 post-sale. 

The PANTHER TALES staff at- 
tended a Herff-Jones workshop held 
at Central Michigan University in 
October, 1989 and visited the pro- 
duction facility in Shawnee Mission, 
Kansas on May 24, 1990. 

The staff maintains memberships 
in the Michigan Interscholastic Press 
Association, the Great Lakes Inter- 
scholastic Press Association and the 
Columbia Scholastic Press Associa- 
tion.
